Mr.  Chairman ,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  more  it  is  my  privilege  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Health  Services  of  the  District,  compiled  according  to  the 
instructions  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  this  being  for  the  year  1 9^3 • 

The  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  good,  with  the  usual  slight 
variation  in  the  numbers  of  Infectious  Disease  cases  -  e.g.  notifications  of 
Measles  showed  a  slight  increase,  Scarlet  Fever  cases  rose  by  3  and  there 
were  4  cases  of  Whooping-cough  compared  with  none  during  1962. 

The  population  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  for  mid-year  1963 
was  27,090  compared  with  the  actual  Census  figure  for  1961  -  26,957* 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  was  down  by  one  compared  with  1962  and 
the  causes  are  such  as  to  suggest  that  death  was  inevitable.  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that  there  was  no  Maternal  death  during  the  year. 

The  disease  of  Tuberculosis  is  still  with  us,  although  there  was  no 
increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases  notified  during  1 963 ?  the  figure  being 
11  as  in  1962.  There  is  still  no  room  for  complacency  and  the  necessary 
precautions  must  not  be  neglected. 

In  the  Spring  of  19 63  we  commenced  the  4th  dose  of  Diphtheria/Whooping- 
cough/Tetanus  immunisation  which  is  given  to  children  between  the  ages  of  l8 
and  21  months,  and  during  the  year  approximately  159  children  received  this 
additional  protection.  The  fact  that  the  Vaccination/immunisation  state  of 
the  District  is  satisfactory  shows  that  all  concerned  continue  to  work 
together  to  achieve  this  result. 

The  new  County  Clinic  at  No.  34?  Millicent  Road,  West  Bridgford,  was 
opened  during  September  and  this  has  enabled  us  to  centralise  all  Vaccination/ 
Immunisation  sessions  in  the  District,  with  a  consequent  streamlining  of 
administration. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  help  and  guidance  that 
this  Department  has  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  and  I  have  pleasure  in  paying  tribute  to  the  efficient  work  of 
the  whole  of  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department.

Care  of  Premature  Babies. 

The  care  of  premature  babies  is  undertaken  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council.  The  Paediatric  Consultant,  Dr.  Blandy,  is  available  for  consultation 
in  these  cases,  his  services  having  been  made  possible  on  a  part-time  basis  by 
the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Paediatric  Consultations. 

The  services  of  Dr.  Blandy  referred  to  in  the  previous  paragraph  are 
available  for  all  children  up  to  school  leaving  age.  A  clinic  is  arranged  by 
the  Local  Health  Authority  and  cases  are  referred  to  it  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  County  Council  maintain  a  Consultant  Clinic  in  Clarendon  Street, 
Nottingham. 

Ophthalmic  Consultations. 

The  services  of  a  Consultant  Opththalmologist  are  made  available  to  all 
children  up  to  school  leaving  age.  Appointments  are  made  after  reference  to  a 
County  Medical  Officer.  The  services  of  this  Consultant  are  provided  on  a 
part-time  basis  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  premises  are  at  the 
Central  Clinic,  Clarendon  Street,  Nottingham. 
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Dental  Services. 


The  County  Council  maintain  a  Dental  Clinic  at  No.  34?  Millicent  Road, 
West  Bridgford,  for  the  dental  care  of  children  and  ante-natal  and  nursing 
mothers.  All  treatment  is  provided  free,  including  the  provision  of  dentures 
if  required. 

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers,  etc. 

This  work  is  supervised  and  administered  hy  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council,  who  have  an  Almoner  Service  for  this  purpose. 

Day  Nursery. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  maintain  a  Day  Nursery  with  25  places  for 
babies  and  toddlers  at  No.  68,  Bridgford  Road,  West  Bridgford. 

School  Health  Service. 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Education 
Authority.  Clinic  facilities  are  available  as  belows-

Tuesday  morning  -  9*30  a.m.  to  12  noon. 

Your  Medical  Officer  is  in  attendance.

The  Immunisation  state  remains  satisfactory  and  all  General  Tractitioners 
and  Health  Visitors  continue  to  make  every  effort  to  obtain  the  full  protection 
of  children  before  they  reach  the  age  of  2  years. 

B.C.G.  Vaccinations 

This  is  a  most  valuable  weapon  against  Tuberculosis  and,  I  believe,  will 
be  one  of  the  major  factors  in  the  ultimate  eradication  of  this  grievous  disease. 

The  scheme  continues  to  function  smoothly  with  a  high  degree  of  co-operation 
from  the  Headmasters  and  Staffs  of  the  various  Schools. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  total  number  of  children  protected  against 
Tuberculosis  during  the  year.  This  includes  those  who  showed  a  "positive" 
re-action  -  i.e.,  who  had  at  some  time  in  their  lives  come  into  contact  with 
the  bacillus  of  Tuberculosis  and  therefore  were  unsuitable  for  vaccination,  and 
who  were  referred  to  the  Nottingham  Chest  Centre  for  X-ray  to  determine  the 
actual  damage,  if  any,  done  to  the  lungss

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Home  Help  Service. 


The  Local  Health  Authority  provide  a  Home  Help  Service  and  assistance 
can  he  obtained  for  necessitous  cases  on  request  from  the  County  Medical 
Officer.  The  service  covers  the  following  types  of  casess 

(1)  Maternity  Cases. 

(2)  Mothers  of  young  children  (when  requested  by  a  Medical  Practitioner) 

(3)  Cases  of  illness  when  no  other  help  is  available. 

(4)  The  aged  and  infirm. 

Ho  nursing  assistance  can  be  given  as  this  is  not  the  duty  of  the 
service,  which  caters  for  housework  and  the  preparation  of  simple  meals ,  etc. 

The  cost  of  a  Home  Help  for  a  full  42 -hour  week  may  be  considerable, 
but  this  is  examined  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  and,  in  necessitous  cases, 
either  part  or  the  whole  cost  may  be  remitted. 

This  is  a  very  valuable  service  to  the  community  and  leads  to  consider¬ 
able  saving  in  hospital  beds,  accommodation  for  old  persons,  etc.,  also 
constituting  a  considerable  financial  saving  to  the  country. 

There  is  much  scope  for  the  growth  of  this  Service,  which  unfortunately 
is  still  handicapped  through  shortage  of  workers,  the  demand  exceeding  the 
supply  all  the  time.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  whole  of  the  District  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  Nottingham 
Corporation  Water  Department,  with  the  exception  of  two  houses  which  obtain 
their  supplies  from  a  shallow  well. 

The  water  supply  is  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality  and  has  no 
plumbo-solvent  action. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 


The  contract  for  the  provision  of  new  outfall  sewers,  pumping  stations 
and  rising  main  has  proceeded  during  1963  and  although  constructional  work 
was  delayed  during  the  Winter,  due  to  the  severe  frost,  it  is  anticipated  that 
the  old  sewage  disposal  works  at  Abbey  Road  will  finally  be  abandoned  by 
mid-1964. 

When  the  new  soheme  comes  into  operation  up  to  3  x  d.w.f.  will  be  pumped 
to  the  Nottingham  Corporation  disposal  works  at  Stoke  Bardolph,  3  to  6  d.w.f. 
will  be  treated  in  storm  water  tanks  near  the  present  disposal  site  at  Abbey  Road. 

The  contract  works  also  include  the  replacement  of  lengths  of  old  and 
unsatisfactory  foul  sewers. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  removal  of  household  waste  is  dealt  with  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department. 
Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping.  This  work  is  well  maintained  and  the 
reclamation  of  the  land  by  the  controlled  tipping  will  be  a  valuable  asset  to  the 
District . 

Smoke  Abatement.

During  the  year  206  complaints  of  infestations  were  received  and  dealt 
with,  the  operator  making  1,554  visits  and  2,875  surveys  of  individual 
properties  other  than  those  complained  of  and  112  rat  bodies  and  110  mouse 
bodies  were  recovered. 

On  premises  where  "gassing"  was  carried  out  and  "spoon  baiting"  of  runs 
etc. ,  it  was  not  possible  to  recover  all  the  bodies  so  that  the  total  number 
of  rodents  destroyed  will  be  in  excess  of  the  above  figures.

AIR  POLLUTION 


The  Council  maintain  a  Volumetric  Smoke  Apparatus  in  the  Health  Department 
offices  for  the  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  by  smoke  and  sulphur 
dioxide. 

A  pilot  scheme  for  smoke  control  was  started  in  the  Wilford  Hill  area  of 
the  district,  covering  approximately  321  acres  containing  763  dwellings,  3  schools, 
1  church  and  3  commercial  premises. 

Unfortunately,  after  the  area  had  been  inspected  the  Government  issued  a 
White  Paper  on  Domestic  Fuel  Supplies  and  the  Clean  Air  Policy.  As  a  result  of 
which  it  appeared  that  a  change  in  policy  in  the  arrangements  for  the  sotting 
up  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  was  imminent  and  that  the  new  Housing  Bill,  if  passed, 
would  alter  the  meaning  of  "new  dwellings"  as  defined  in  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
enabling  more  of  the  houses  in  the  pilot  scheme  to  become  eligible  for  grant. 

As  a  result  of  this  change  in  policy  the  Council  decided  to  defer  any  further 
action  in  relation  to  this  scheme  until  after  the  passing  of  the  Housing  Bill. 

During  the  year  the  Wilford  Brick  Company  Ltd. ,  have  installed  an  automatic 
stoker  to  the  boilers  in  their  works,  resulting  in  an  almost  complete  elimination 
of  smoke  emission  from  the  works'  chimney. 


MILK 

Licences  for  the  distribution  of  milk  arc  now  issued  by  the  County  Council 
who  are  also  the  sampling  authority.  Results  of  such  sampling  are  given  in  the 
extract  from  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Weights  &  Measures  Inspector  at  the  end  of 
this  Report. 

ICE-CREAM 

There  are  now  no  local  manufacturers  of  ice-cream,  all  supplies  coming 
from  outside  the  area.  Checks  are  made  on  retailers '  premises  at  frequent 
intervals.  Eight  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  during  the  year  and  were 
placed  in  Grade  I  by  the  Analyst.

The  food  shops  in  the  district  are  quite  satisfactory.  No  slaughter¬ 
ing  takes  place  within  this  distrct,  fresh  meat  being  obtained  mainly  from 
the  Nottingham  abattoir  where  it  is  inspected  by  the  City  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  Regular  visits  are  paid  to  cafes  and  other  food  preparing 
premises  and  advice  and  instruction  are  given  where  necessary.
